The  1950-51  Everman  cage  season  was  c  onsidered  opened  September  1  4,  1951.  For  two 
months  the  squad  concerned  themselves  with  conditioning,  fundamentals,  and  the  basic  ideas 
of  basketball. 

The  squad  started  slowly,  due  to  inexperienced  personnel,  and  adoption  of  a  new  system  of 
offensive  patterns.  Burleson,  one  of  the  state's  more  powerful  clubs,  was  the  opening  opponent, 
and  although  the  Bulldogs  proved  no  match  for  the  hardwood-wise  Red  and  Black  they  learned 
and  profited  greatly  by  the  experience  of  the   game. 

As  the  season  went  on  the  squad  rounded  into  better  form.  Close  co-operation  was  pro- 
duced and  the  team  began  to  attain  the  heights  of  which  they  are  capable. 

When  conference  play  was  finally  opened  the  squad  accredited  themselves  with  a  5  won  and 
3  lost  record,  and  a  fourth-  place  standing  in  the  nine  team  conference.  Highlights  of  the 
season  were   the    60-24    win   over  Kenned  ale,  and  the   33-29  upset  of  the  unbeaten  Azle  . 

In  the  conference  tournament  the  Bulldogs  were  outmanned  by  a  larger,  man  experienced 
Grapevine  squad. 

The  future  looks  promising  with  only  one  graduating  senior,  and  seven  returning  lettermen 
due  back  on  the  Bulldog  campus  in  1951-52.  With  these  prospects  it  is  hoped  that  next  year's 
squad  will  better  the  five  won  and  the  eight  lost  record  of  this  year's  young,  inexperienced, 
but  never   say  die,  ball  club.
